Diane  L.  Kistler,  Women’s  Body  Image:  The  Development  of  an  Assessment 
Tool  for  the  Primary  Care  Setting 

The  formation  of  body  image  is  a complex  process  influenced  by 
psychology,  biology,  culture,  and  family.  Developing  a positive 
body  image  is  a challenge  for  many  women  throughout  their  lives. 
Feminist  theory  can  be  utilized  as  a conceptual  framework  to 
examine  women’s  development  of  body  image.  A review  of  the 
current  body  image  literature  outlining  cultural  and  transitional 
impacts  on  body  image  demonstrates  gaps  where  more  research  is 
needed.  Nurses  can  utilize  a body  image  assessment  tool  to  facilitate 
discussion  about  the  client’s  body  image,  identify  negative  body 
image,  and  plan  interventions.  A body  image  assessment  tool  is 
provided  for  use  in  the  primary  care  setting. 

Rebecca  I.  Skoler,  Exploring  the  Past,  Affirming  the  Present,  Guiding  the 

Future:  Oral  History  as  a Therapeutic  Intervention  for  Adolescent 

Pregnancy 

Teenage  pregnancy  is  a nationwide  problem.  Many  approaches  have 
been  implemented  to  decrease  the  rate  of  sexually  active  teenagers 
and  to  increase  the  contraceptive  use  among  those  who  are  sexually 
active.  Immature  ego  development  in  girls  has  been  show  to  predict 
poor  contraceptive  use  and  a decreased  awareness  of  motivations  for 
actions.  Oral  history,  a process  of  live  review,  can  be  used  with  teens 
at  risk  for  pregnancy  to  help  them  achieve  the  developmental  task  of 
ego  identity.  It  has  been  used  successfully  with  the  elderly  to 
decrease  depression  and  achieve  a greater  sense  of  ego  integrity. 
Given  the  cultural  and  societal  pressures  and  the  particular 
developmental  concerns  of  teenage  girls,  oral  histories  should  be 
considered  as  an  intervention  for  teenagers  at-risk  of  pregnancy. 
Developmentally  specific  guidelines  are  proposed  to  assist  the 
clinician  in  conducting  oral  histories  with  teenager  girls. 

Dana  L.  Blanks,  The  Promotion  of  “Self-grieving”  in  Dying  Children 

Care  providers  who  care  for  children  with  life  threatening  illnesses 
are  faced  with  the  difficult  task  of  facilitating  healthy  grief  responses 
in  their  clients.  The  promotion  of  “self-grief’  in  children  is  an 
essential  component  of  competent  care.  A better  understanding  of 
the  conceptualization  of  death  as  a developmental  process  and  of  the 
unique  issues  faced  by  dying  children  can  help  providers  to  plan 
more  effective  interventions.  This  paper  discusses  the  needs  of  dying 
children,  including  the  need  to  have  full  disclosure  about  impending 
death,  and  the  issues  of  decision  making  and  communication  with  the 
dying  child.  The  reasons  why  a gap  exists  between  the  needs  of 
these  children  and  the  provision  of  care  are  addressed,  and 
recommendations  for  interventions  are  given,  a more  formalized 
approach  to  grief  work  is  recommended  in  order  to  ensure  adequate 
guidance  to  the  child  as  he  processes  complex  emotions.  The 
pediatric  nurse  practitioner  is  in  an  ideal  position  to  coordinate  a 
formalized  care  plan  in  relation  to  grief  through  knowledge  and 
training  in  health  promotion  and  family  developmental  theory.  A 
multidisciplinary  approach  needs  to  be  established  in  order  to 
effectively  promote  this  important  developmental  task. 


The  1997  Rebecca  Colvin  Prize  Winner: 


Elizabeth  Meyer  Bobby,  Using  the  Health  Belief  Model  to  Understand 

Suntanning  Behavior  and  Skin  Cancer  Prevention  Among  Women 

Skin  cancer  is  increasing  at  a rate  greater  than  that  of  any  other 
cancer.  The  incidence  of  melanoma  in  particular  has  increased  close 
to  1,000  per  cent  since  1940  and  is  now  the  most  frequent  cancer  in 
women  ages  25  to  29.  Evidence  is  abundant  that  sun  exposure  is  a 
major  player  in  the  etiology  of  all  forms  of  skin  cancer.  Suntanning 
is  a relatively  new  phenomenon;  until  the  19th  century,  pale  skin 
distinguished  affluent  people  from  the  working  class.  Fashion 
trends,  the  automobile,  and  the  airplane  reversed  this  perception  and 
tanned  skin  became  a much  sought  after  status  symbol.  Although 
people  became  aware  of  the  dangers  of  sun  exposure  as  early  as  the 
1940’s,  a suntanned  body  remains  a cultural  signifier  of  health  and 
beauty,  and  surveys  reveal  that  suntanning  behavior  is  pervasive. 

This  project  used  the  Health  Belief  Model  to  develop  strategies  for 
nurse  practitioners  to  educate  patients  about  skin  cancer  and  to  help 
them  explore  the  motivational  and  decision-making  processes 
involved  in  the  choice  to  suntan  or  not.

The  students  also  acknowledged  as  a group  the  help  provided  to  them  by  Dr. 
Alexandra  Paul-Simon  who  advised  them  on  the  ceremony.  Dr.  Bridges  who  spoke, 
and  two  staff  people  who  have  helped  the  students  over  the  last  year  and  a half:  Ann 
O'Malley  and  Laura  McDonough.  Janice  Bell  Meisenhelder,  DNSc,  RN,  Chairperson 
of  the  Generalist  Program,  and  Maureen  Groer  , President,  received  flowers  as  a token 
of  appreciation  for  all  their  efforts.

Carol  majored  in  Urban  Studies  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Further  study  for  a 
degree  in  City  Planning  from  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Design  prepared  her  for 
working  with  the  Committee  for  Boston  Public  Housing,  a non-profit  organization 
which  helps  tenant  groups  improve  living  conditions.  In  particular,  Carol  found 
herself  increasingly  involved  with  health  issues,  noting  that  people  wanted  and  needed 
on-site  health  care.

A tetter  to  the  ‘Mtj'Jt  purses'  Atumnae: 


I hope  you  are  all  well,  it  is  a special  pleasure  to  write  this  letter  to  you.  While  I am 
not  an  MGH  School  of  Nursing  graduate,  I feel  a special  affinity  for  you.  I am  a 
Bellevue  Schools  of  Nursing  graduate.  We  learned  about  our  proud  history  and  that 
of  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing  and  our  shared  heritage  as  Florence  Nightingale 
inspired  programs. 

Now  I am  a faculty  member  at  the  MGH  IHP  and  am  writing  to  you,  the  Alumnae,  to 
inform  you  of  our  new  nurse  practitioner  HIV/AIDS  Specialization  program.  For 
some  of  you  this  in  not  news,  for  others  it  is.  We  are  funded  by  a grant  from  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  Bureau  of  Health  Professions.  Our 
program  has  as  its  objective  the  training  of  nurse  practitioners  in  the  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  infected  with  and  affected  by  HIV/AIDS.  While  recent  advances 
in  the  medical  treatment  of  HIV  have  lead  many,  including  those  in  the  health  care 
field,  to  conclude  that  the  AIDS  epidemic  is  over,  nothing  could  be  further  from  the 
truth. 

The  transmission  of  HIV  infection  and  the  progression  of  asymptomatic  disease  to 
AIDS  continue  to  be  critical  health  problems,  especially  in  traditionally  underserved 
communities.  The  newly  developed  therapeutics  will  result  in  the  increased  need  for 
nurse  practitioners  educated  for  HIV/AIDS  care. 

I am  writing  to  you  to  ask  you  to  share  this  information  with  individuals  who  might 
be  interested  in  enrolling  in  our  program.  And,  as  you  can  guess,  we’re  always 
interested  in  increasing  our  list  of  nurse  preceptors.  Let  me  know  if  you’re 
interested  in  being  a preceptor.  Furthermore,  we  have  recently  established  the  MGH 
IHP  HIV/AIDS  Specialization  Fund  whose  aim  is  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  HIV/AIDS 
education  at  the  Institute.  I’m  not  asking  you  for  a contribution,  although  it  would 
be  gratefully  received,  rather,  I wanted  you  to  know  about  our  efforts  to  remove  some 
of  the  financial  burden  from  education  at  the  Institute.  If  you  have  some  thoughts  or 
resources  as  to  how  we  might  increase  our  Education  Fund,  I’d  be  delighted  to  hear 
from  you. 

The  HIV/AIDS  Specialization  is  based  on  the  principle  that  were  HIV/AIDS  cured 
tomorrow,  our  graduates  could  readily  apply  what  they  have  learned  to  relieve  some 
of  the  other  ills  which  afflict  society.  Courses  include:  The  Epidemiology  of 

HIV/AIDS;  Infection  control;  Immunology  and  Pathogenesis  of  HIV  Disease; 


Psychophysiological  Responses  and  Care  of  the  Patient  with  HIV  Disease;  Acute  Care 
clinical;  Psychosociospiritual  Responses  of  Individuals,  Families  and  Groups;  Caring 
Clinical;  and  Case  Management  of  HIV/AIDS  Clients  and  Community  Clinical.

1915 

We  received  the  following  note  from  Barbara  Everborg  Whitehead  (‘49): 

Your  gift  to  my  mother  at  Christmas  time  was  more  meaningful  to  her  than  you  can 
possibly  imagine.  She  clasped  this  very  pretty  embroidered  popourri  to  her  breast 
and  said,  “They  haven’t  forgotten  me!”  It  was  very  moving  and  I thank  you  so 
much  for  your  thoughtfulness. 

She  was  very  proud  to  me  an  MGH  Graduate  and  remained  a caregiver  all  her  life. 

She  died  on  January  22,  1997  in  her  104th  year. 


1928 

In  a note  from  Marjorie  Fraser: 

Thanks  so  much  for  the  Record  - I read  and  reread  it.  There  are  still  a few  of  my 
class  left.  But  fewer  and  fewer  each  year!  When  I was  there  (MGH)  in  ‘78  the  only 
place  that  looked  familiar  was  the  Phillips  House.  The  Bulfinch  was  dwarfed  by  all 
the  high  rise  buildings. 


1930 

We  received  a note  from  Nancy  Morse  Dysart: 

My  mother  will  be  88  on  December  31,  1996.  She  is  widowed  and  living  in  her  birth 
home  in  Vermont,  she  often  talks  of  leaving  a small  country  hometown  , traveling  by 
train  alone  to  Boston,  and  her  years  at  MGH.  she  wore  the  cap  proudly  and  to  this 
day,  tells  us  of  her  experiences  at  MGH.  She  is  fiercely  proud  of  her  nurse’s  training. 
Both  my  sister  and  I have  attended  class  reunions  with  her! 


1934 

In  a note  from  Ann  Cox  Belk: 

It  is  with  great  sorrow  and  sadness  that  I bring  you  this  news.  On  August  1,  1996  at 
9:00  AM  Mama  (Lindsey  Hail  Cox)  went  to  join  my  Daddy  and  all  our  loved  ones 
that  have  gone  before  us,  to  be  with  God.  she  spent  her  last  week  at  home  surrounded 
by  her  loved  ones,  and  friends,  she  was  at  great  peace  with  her  life.  These  were  her 
last  wishes  to  come  home  and  spend  her  last  days  with  all  of  us. 

She  also  sent  the  program  from  the  service.  The  following  is  reprinted  from  the 
program: 

“Dr.  Weidner  had  to  come  from  100  miles  away  and  so  was  no  help  in  an 
emergency.  We  began  to  dream  of  a resident  nurse  on  the  Providence  Farm,  who 
would  serve  not  only  our  people  but  would  help  to  meet  urgent  needs  in  the 
surrounding  community.  Our  need  was  met  in  a way  that  seemed  to  some  of  us  to  be 
a special  example  of  God’s  providence.  We  wrote  (Lindsey)  her  when  she  was  in  her 
last  year  of  Nurses’  School;  we  wrote  her  of  our  new  field  of  service  on  the  Farm  and 
the  medical  needs  we  were  facing.  She  replied  by  saying  she  was  interested  in  coming 
to  be  our  nurse.  At  that  time  I had  to  tell  her  that,  though  we  really  desired  her 


coming,  we  had  no  way  of  guaranteeing  her  salary.  I shall  never  forget  her  answer, 
‘Never  mind  the  salary.  I’ll  come  anyway’. 

Come  she  did,  to  our  immense  joy,  though  by  that  time  it  meant  giving  up 
employment  as  a registered  nurse  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  It  was  one 
of  the  most  beneficent  events  of  our  whole  history.  I met  Lindsey  at  Dundee  on 
December  10,  1936.  I can  still  see  her,  looking  both  professional  and  charmingly 
feminine  in  her  white  uniform  as  she  gave  first  aid  to  farm  members,  organized  the 
luetic  patients  for  their  injections,  presided  over  well  babies’  clinic,  or  departed, 
satchel  in  hand,  in  response  to  an  emergency  call  for  help  in  a labor  case  on  a near-by 
plantation. 

Miss  Hail’s  first  residence  was  a cotton  house,  improved  by  the  addition  of  two  small 
windows.  The  cold  of  that  first  long,  rainy  winter  was  something  she  has  never 
forgotten,  she  also  remembers  trudging  two  miles  in  mud  almost  knee  deep,  for  two 
days  in  succession,  to  visit  a family  where  twelve  persons  were  living  in  one  room  and 
a lean-to. 

One  day  in  the  summer  of  1937  I was  approached  with  great  secrecy  and  asked  if  I 
would  perform  a wedding  ceremony.  The  principals  were  none  other  than  Lindsey 
Hail  and  A.  Eugene  Cox.  I was  overjoyed  and  was  led  to  reflect  how  compassion  for 
the  poor  had  brought  two  lives  together  there  in  our  little  community  ....”
